The committee will be 
reviewing and forwarding the Resolution to the Oneida County Board of Supervisors. 
Motion by Jack Sorensen, second by Mike Timmons to forward Rezone Petition #13-
2015, a rezone in the Town of Schoepke, to the Oneida County Board of 
Supervisors.  With all members present voting “aye”, the motion carried. 
 
9.78 Sign Regulations.  Review and amend sign ordinance due to U.S. Supreme Court 
decision Reed vs. Town of Gilbert.  Mr. Jennrich informed the committee that at the WCCA 
Fall Conference there was a legislative update regarding the regulation of the sign 
ordinance. 
Motion by Dave Hintz, second by Jack Sorensen to direct staff to work with 
Corporation Counsel to amend the Oneida County Sign Ordinance to comply with 
the Supreme Court decision.  With all members present voting “aye”, the motion 
carried. 
 
Preliminary 2-lot Certified Survey Map of David G. Anderson and Warren J. Kuchler Trust, 
owners for a lot line adjustment on properties described as Lots 1 & 2 SM B5537 being 
part Gov’t Lot 1, Section 6, T38N, R6E, PIN HA 54-5 and HA 54, Town of Hazelhurst.  This 
item was tabled at the last Planning and Development meeting.  Staff provided a summary 
for the committee.

Luepke, owners to reconfigure lots on properties described as Lots 16, 17, and 18 of 
Unrecorded Blue Lake, SM B4117, being part Gov’t Lot 2, Section 28, T39N, R6E, PIN MI 
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2409-32 and MI 2409-34, Town of Minocqua.  This item was tabled at the last Planning 
and Development committee meeting.  Staff did an onsite of the property and stated the 
building in question is not an additional dwelling unit.

Motion by Mike Timmons, second by Dave Hintz to direct staff to proceed with a 
resolution to forward to the Oneida County Board of Supervisors.  With four 
members voting “aye” and one member voting “nay”, the motion carried. 
 
Discuss Ordinance Amendment 7-2015, Section 9.98, Piers and Other Berth Structures. 
Motion by Jack Sorensen to table this item until Corporation Counsel can research 
the lighting issue further.  There is no second to the motion, motion failed.  Motion 
by Mike Timmons, second by Dave Hintz to direct staff to proceed with a resolution 
to forward to the Oneida County Board of Supervisors.  With four members voting 
“aye” and one member voting “nay”, the motion carried. 
 
Line item transfers, purchase orders, and bills.  Motion by Scott Holewinski, second by 
Billy Fried to approve the purchase orders and bills (there are no line item 
transfers).  With all members present voting “aye”, the motion carried. 
 
Refunds.  Motion by Mike Timmons, second by Scott Holewinski to approve the 
refund as requested.  With all members present voting “aye”, the motion carried.

Discussion of Act 55, 2015 Wisconsin Budget and the impacts to Chapter 9, The Oneida 
County Zoning and Shoreland Protection Ordinance.  The committee will be discussing 
amendments to Chapter 9, Section 9 Shoreland Zoning.  Staff and Chairman Holewinski 
attended a meeting in Crandon on December 3, 2015 regarding these changes. 
Motion by Scott Holewinski, second by Dave Hintz to direct staff to work off the 
model ordinance to change the current Oneida County Zoning and Shoreland 
Protection Ordinance to comply with NR 115/Act 55 and bring a draft back to the 
committee.  With all members present voting “aye”, the motion carried.   
 
Motion by Jack Sorensen to reconsider Agenda item 11, second by Mike Timmons.  
With three members voting “nay”, one member voting “aye” and one member 
abstained, the motion failed.
